Practically 
her whole crew is either dead or 
badly hurt."

Destruction Was Swift. 
After a week of rumbling in the 
interior of the volcano, followed by 
showers ( f lava dust Wednesday, 
the molten lava kurst out suddenly 
at 8 o'clock yesterday morning. 

St. Piere was destroyed and all 
of its inhabitants killed almost in a 
twinkling. Those who saw the 
eruption from the sea say that 
masses of fire fell from the sky. 

Although St. Pierre is only fifteen 
miles distant from here, it is impos 
•ible to approach it on shore. Hot 
ashes and ruins block all approach 
The telegraph line to the city is de 
strored. 

Search for Survivors. 
Every available vessel has been 
sent to the harbor of St. Pierre to 
rescue survivors, if any there be. 

The French cruiser Suchet, which 
was here during the night and 
brousht the first definite story of 
the disaster, has gone to Guadel- 
oupe for provisions, and will reach 
St. Pierre harbor to- 
ing. 



It is thought that the residents of 
adjoining districts not overwhel 
who were dependent on the city for 
their food supplies, will be in dan- 
ger of starvation unless help soon 
reaches them. 

Saw the Eruption. 
The commander of the Suchet re- 
ported that he saw the eruption and 
went in as clase to St. Pierre as he 
dared. He rescued about thirty 
sens from vessels in the harbor, 
lit of them from the Quebec 
amer Roraima, which exploded 
1 sank after it had been set on 
by the lava. All of the rescued 
sons are burned, some of them 
terribly. 

A number of the officers of th< 
Suchet were sent ashore in smal! 
boats, bvt they were unable to pern 
etrate the town. They saw heaps 
of bodies upuh the wharves, 
they did not see a single living be- 
ing. They report that not a single 
vessel in the harbor escaped. 
Not One Escaped. 
The commander of the Suchet be 
lievts that not a single person in 
Hierre at the moment of the out 
burst escaped.that the enliore town 
is destroyed, ane that probably 
many of the surrounding parish) 
are devastated. 

Heap of Ruins. 
Fort De France, Island ot Mar- 
tinique, May 11.— Advices received 
here today from the vicinity of St. 
Pierre (ten miles from here) con 
tain further details of the volcanic 
the^barbor upheaval, which resulted in the ut- 
1 ter destruction of the town and the 
death of nearly all of its inhabi- 
tants. 

The latest reports received here 
show that lava continues to pour 
down the slopes of the mountain, 
slowly engulfing the whole north 
side of the island, while fresh cre- 
vasses are continually opening. 

The 450 survivors who were 
brought here yesterday from the 
vicinity of St. Pierre by the French 
cable repair ship, Pouyer Guertier, 
came from the town of Le Precheur, 
where, surrounded on all sides by 
o wing lava, they were nearly

The work of relief is progressing 
here on the most extensive scale 
possible, but, in anticipation of dis- 
turbances, the treasury building 
and the worehouses are guarded 
by troops. 

Wearing Its Smoke Cap. 
The crater at Mt. Pelee has been 
earing its "smoke cap" since the 
third of May; but there was nothing 
until last Monday to indicate that 
there would be the slightest change. 
On that day a stream of lava shot 
through the top of the crater and 
spread into the valley, overwhelm- 
ing the Guerin Sugar Works and 
killing 23 people and the son of the 
propnetoi 

A commission was appointed by 
the Governor to investigate the out- 
break and it returned a reassuring 
report on Wednesday evening. But 
about 8 o'clock on Thursday morn- 
ing a shower of fire rushed down 
on St. Pierre and the coast from Le 
Carbet, which had a population of 
6,000 to Le Precheur, which had a 
population of 4,000, burning up 
ything in its path, 
le commander of the Suchet, 
conducted a search at St. Pierre 
yesterdny. The captain reports 
that the town is now a mere heap 
of smoking ruins, under which the 
ictims of the catastrophe are 
buried. The Suchet was able to 
convey some of the mhabitants ot 
Le Precheur to Fort de France, 
but could not r.ach the northermost 
part of the island, on account of the 
dense rain of ashes. 

The captain of the Suchet farther 
reported that the Mont Pelee volca- 
no still had a threatning aspect 
yesterday evening. Subterranean 
rumblings were still heard; Hashes 
of flame frequently belched from the 
volcano, and stones were thrown 
out with immense force. There is 
no doubt that Gov. Mouttet and the 
commander of the troops at St. 
Pierre, Col. Dain, are dead. 

Other dispatches confirm the re- 
ports that the American and Brit- 
ish consuls and their families per- 
shed. 

The Stricken Island. 

Martinique is an island 43 miles 
long and not half as wide. It has 
rea of 380 square miles and had 
a population of 190,000, mostly ne- 
groes. Mt. Pelee is 4,300 ft. high 
and it. last ei uption was in 1851. 

Thomas T. Prentiss wasthecon- 
sul and Amedie Testarte vice con- 
sul at St. Pierre. Mr. Prentiss 
was born in Michigan and appoint- 
ed into the consular service from 
Masachussetts. 

Oreat Disasters in History. 

History records few if any disas- 
ters equal to the St. Pierre catas- 
trophe. The most destructive erup- 
tion of the famous Mt. Etna was in 
1693, when the city of Catona was 
overwelmed and 18,000 people per- 
ished in the ruins. In 1783 Hecla, 
in Iceland, destroyed twenty villa- 
ges and 9,000 people. In 1815 Tom- 
boro, in Sumbawa, had an eruption 
andonly 26 of the I2,000inhabitants 



rthquakes have claimed more 
ns than volcanic eruptions. 
In 526 in Ar.tract 250,000 people 
perished in an earthquake. In 1755- 
Lisbon and a part of Portugal 
were destroyed and 30,000 people in 
Lisbon sank into an abyss, from, 
which not one body was recovered. 

1822 Alleppo and other cities 
were overthrown in six seconds and 
30,000 souls perished. In 1812, ta 
Caracos 1200 were kiled. In 1746 
a tidal wave from an earthquake- 
drowned the 5,000 inhabitants ot 
Callao.
